asylum investigating committee hes resulted 
in the adoption of a mildly censortous report 
on the state’s charitable and —_ inetitu- 


| tlone. 


The report is far trom 3 to the 
radical enemies of Gov. Denen, who had 
hoped to make it a vehicle for some campaign 
denunciation of the entire state administra- 
tion. Neither is it entirely satisfactory to the 
more conservative element, who desired to 
keep well within the evidence heard by the 
oe bedy, without regard to poli- 

es. 

The document, which will be tendered to 
the legislature tomorrow, will contain a halt - 
hearted indorsement of the five institutions 
where absolutely nothing to criticise was 
found and denunciation for the other inati- 
tutions which were visited.

This task was made easier because of 
the absence of Representative Ddward Hope, 
who on Saturday tendered ah individual re- 
port on the St. Charles home, which did not 
meet with the approval of the enemies of the

MocGoorty Report Used. 

In Mr. Hope's absence much of the report 
of John P. Medoorty, in which the system 
of corporal punishment at the school was 
made the subject of heated denunciation, 
wes incorporated into the committee’s re- 
port. 

Then the committee, with little argument, 


, agreed to accept the individual reports on the 


five institutions named on the understanding 
that the three remaining institutions should 
be criticised. 

To furnish substantiation for the findings 
in each of these cases great sections of the 
evidence taken at the various institutions 
were inserted into the committee's findings. 

The greatest amount of space war devoted 
to the Lincoln asylum for feeble minded chil- 
dren. It was the injuries sustained by Frank 
Giroux, an inmate of the home, that caused 
the state investigation, and it was to this case 
that the legislators devoted much of their 
time. 

Comment on Exposed Radiator. 

The manner in whith the Giroux boy was 
injured, the fact that the heating devices 
in the institution were not properly covered, 
and the general aspect of the home was made 
the subject of comment on the part of the 
legislators. 

Attention also was called to the food served 
at the home. While Supt. Hardt was not 
blamed personally for this situation, the re- 
port makes an unfavorable comparison be- 
tween the conditions there previous to his 
administration and the present conditions, 

Then the case of William Hamlfm, the boy 
who died from injuries sustained while hang- 
ing in a solitary at the Pontiac reforma- 
tory, is cited at great length. There is a 
long description of the method of punish- 
ment now in vogue at the Pontiac institu- 
tions and there is an inferred recommenda- 
tion that the solitary be abolished. 

It was made evident that the committee, 
while apparently favoring some sort of cor- 
poral punishment, did not approve of any 
of the various forms found in the institu- 
tions which were visited. Just what should 
be done to reform these alleged evils, how- 
ever, was not made particularly clear. 


Fate of Civil Service. 


One of the peculiarities of the situation 
is the fact that the committee has devoted 
considerable space to a criticism of the civil 
service system as it obtains in the state in- 
stitutions. In spite of thie fact, the bill under 
which it is expected to inaugurate the pro- 
posed board of control system practically 
knocks gungen service in these same institu-

None of the members of the committee en- 
deavored to explain this discrepancy, other 
than to say that it might easily be remedied 
by an amendment. Meanwhile, it is prophe- 
sied that friends of the merit law are prepar- 
ing to fight the board of control oe because 
of this fact. |

THUGS’ UNCONSCIOUS VICTIM 
PLACED IN RAILWAY STATION.. 


Man, Beaten Into Insensibility, Is 
Found in Grand Central on Harrison 
Street; No Clew to Culprits. 


A man named Mittia Darevtis was 
found in a dying condition early this morn- 
ing in the waiting room of the Grand Cen- 
tral Railway station at Harrison street and 
Fifth avenue by Sylvester Curren, an em- 
ployé of the station. 

The injured man was taken to the County 
hospital by the Harrison street police, where 
physicians learned he was suffering from a 
fractured skull, a broken jaw, two broken 
ribs, and numerous bruises and cuts. The 
police believe that Darevtis was assaulted 
and afterward taken into the waiting room. 

The police immediately began an investi- 
gation and learned that Darevtis had been 
drinking in the saloon of John Matross..

RUSE OF A WOMAN BRINGS 
WAGONLOAD OF POLICEMEN. 


Bluecoats Break Through Door at Dag- 
mar Apartments After Being Told 
That Suicide Had Been Committed. 


A wagonload of policemen under Lieut. 
McCann rushed to the Dagmar apartments, 
6400 Madison avenue, yesterday afternoon, 
expecting to find that a woman had commit- 
ted suicide. Instead they found the woman 
seated in the lap of her sweetheart.

She attempted to frighten 
him by spilling carbolic acid on che floor and 
burning her lips with the fluid, after which 
she called him and told him she was about 
to die. Williams became excited and sum- 
moned\Miss Jones, who rushed to the police 
station. Later Williams was informed that 
it was all a joke. 


RACE TO “RESCUE” TIN CANS. 


Life Savers Roused from Sleep by Re- 
port of Persons Clinging to 
Capsized Boat. 


A half dozen tin cans floating in the lake 
off Lincoln park caused Capt. Garland and 
a crew of four men to tumble from their 
beds at the Hfe saving station early yester- 
day ‘morning and strain their muscles at the 
oars of a Hfeboat in a two mile race. 

The life savers were notified by telephone 
that several persons were clinging to an 
overturned boat. The identity of the sender 
of the message was not learned. When Capt.

| Body Found in Pond Seen as Re- 


sult of Black Hand Plot.

May $.—[Special.]—The dis- 
covery today in the reservoir in Central 
park of the body of John Peter Heins, ¢ 


wealthy man who had been strangely mise | 
| ing for six months, revealed | a tragedy of | 


deep mystery. 

There are evidences Heins had been held 
captive for ransom by à desperate gang of 
men and that when their demands upon his 
wife for the payment of a large sum of money 
were not met he was murdered and hie body 
cast into the reservoir. : 

The almost world wide search for Heins has 
been in progress since his disappearance. He 
had a considerable sum of money, estimated 
‘between $75,000 and $100,000, and a large 
sum has been spent by Mrs. Heins in search- 
ing hospitals and other institutions in the 
large cities, in running down clews, and ad- 
vertising in papers in this and foreign coun- 
tries. Search has been made throughout 
Germany and in the cities of other foreign 
countries. ; 


Letter Tells of Kidnaping. 

Only after the finding of the body did a cer- 
tain letter received by Mrs. Heins, three 
weeks after the disappearance of her hus- 
band, appear in its truly sinister meaning. 

She had been advised to disregard the let+ 
ter, but the statement that her husband was 
held captive for the ransom and the threat he 
would be done away with unless she paid 
the price demanded for his release appear 
to have both been made in earnest. 

It is believed that Heins was shot to death 
before his body was thrown into the resér- 
voir. There is a wound over the right ee. 
which appears to be a bullet wound. It is 
possible, however, that he wae thrown into 
the water to drown, as the body must have 
been weighted in some way to have remained 
under the water for so long a period. 


Arranged to Purchase Home. 

On Oct. 27 Heins arranged for the purchase 
of a home at One Hundred and Fifteenth 
street and Fifth avenue and on that same 
day gave a check for $8,000 as a payment to 
bind the sale. He was well satisfied with 
his purchase, but kept his business affairs 
to himself. : 

That evening be appeared to be nervous 
and wrought up. He slept hardly at all, and 
his wife became worried and advised him to 
call a physician, He would not consent, but 
after drinking a cup of coffee in the morning 
left the house during a heavy rain and would 
not take a coat or umbrella, as suggested by 
his wife. She noticed after he had left that 
he had stripped himself of all his jewelry and 
left it behind.

Men and Women Who Escaped 
Flames Relate Their 
Experiences. 


SOME HEROIC RESCUZS. 


Chicagoans Are Prominent in the 


Stirring Events of the 
Hotel Blaze. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Fort Wayne, Ind., May 3.—{Special. ]—S8to- 


ries of escapes told by survivors and wit- | 


nesses of the fire are full of terror and pathos. | 
One of the most exciting was told by J. C. 


| Yingling, a traveling salesman for the Swi- 


gert Optical company of Toledo. He was one 
of two men who escaped by climbing down 
an electric light wire in an airshaft. 

“TI arrived in Fort Wayne at 9 o'clock at 
night,” said Yingling, as he looked thought- 
fully at the blackeried skeleton of the build- 
ing. I retired in a room on the fifth floor and 
was awakened by a crash of glass. I jumped 
out of bed and opened the door. I faced a 
wall of fire in the hallway. Flames shot 
three feet into the room. I slammed the door 
and looked for other means of escape. My 
room was an inside one. In desperation I 
broke a window on the airshaft side and 
crawled out, clinging to the casement. 


Climbs Down a Wire. 

“T saw a thick wire which at the time I 
thought was a lightning rod. I seized it and 
climbed down two floors. I burst in a window 
on the third floor and flames and smoke 
struck my face. I dropped two floors to a 
narrow ledge, and thence into the bottom of 
the shaft, where I was hemmed in like a man 
in the bottom of a well, with fire blazing on 
the other side of the walls. 

“Through a window I saw into the bar- 
room, which looked less fulbof fire than else- 
where. I broke a window and dropped into 
the barroom, spraining my ankle. Through 
a plate glass window fronting the street a 
fireman saw me and broke the window, let- 
ting me out. Another man followed me from 
the fifth floor. He stepped on my hand dur- 
ing the descent, and I think it made me drop 
from the window of the third floor. 


“Believes Two Others Perished. 

“He got out safely, but two other men 
jumped from the fifth floor and undoubtedly 
are dead in the débris. 

“I saved my trousers only. A sachel con- 
taining $2,500 worth of diamonds and fine 
jewelry was destroyed. My trunks had $14,- 
000 worth of jewelry in them. I believe they 
will be found intact in the basement. I’m 
in big luck. I tell you when you stand face 
to face with ‘Old Man Death’ you never 
can express adequately the degree of despair 
you feel.“ 

F. 8. Lewis of Chicago was on the third 
floor. I am the luckiest dog in the bunch.“ 
he said. I have heard about awful hotel 
fires and soon realized that I was in one. I 
opened a window and crawled out. 

I hung to the ledge for a few seconds that 
seemed hours, while way down below me I 
saw a fireman trying to get a ladder up to 
me. Wires bothered him and I felt my cid 
fingers growing weaker every second. At 
the last second I felt as though I must drop. 

“Then the end of the ladder came up to 
the window and I got on it. I escaped with- 
out clothes, but with my life. 

God bless that fireman. I won't rest until 
I meet and thank him.” 


Frank Brown’s Perilous Feat. 
Frank Brown, who travels for the J. v. 
Farwell company of Chicago, says he owes 
his life to a young Jew who stopped long 
enough to arouse him. 


“That brave young Jew said, ‘Stick by 


me, brother,’ and we went together along the 


cornice on top of the building,” said Brown. 

“The Jew kept calling out, and I thought 
one of us would go down any minute. I got 
to the end of the Aveline’s ledge next to the 
People’s store. The ledge on the People’s 
store is a fright. It is only of cement and 
I could barely reach to the top of it. 

“I tell you I thought nothing stood be- 
tween me and death then. Another man 
came up behind us. By an extreme effort I 
pulled myself to the top of the store. Then: 
the Jew boosted and I pulled until we got the 
other man up. The Jew could not reach the 
ledge, but the two of us on the roof managed 
to pull him up. That young fellow hugged 
and kissed us half a dozen times. I lost 
track of him, but am going to hunt him up 
if he is still in Fort Wayne. 

“The Fort Wayne people are princes. 
Everybody asked if he could not do some- 
thing to help and wardrobes were emptied 
for the benefit of sufferers in the fire.”’ 


Others Walk Narrow Ledge. 

Burford Killson of Kalamazoo, Mich., es- 
caped in his night clothing. He was asleep 
in a dormer room above the fifth story, and 
was awakened by the choking smoke. 
Flames were licking the inside of the tran- 
som. 

“This way, for God's sake, brother!’ he 
heard somebody yell. 

It was O. R. Sallut, a fellow traveling 
man, groping his way along the cornice six- 
teen inches wide. Sallut disappeared in the 
smoke. Killson climbed in the same direc- 
tion along the cornice, and, shivering and 
half suffocated, was raised to the roof of 
the People’s store building adjoining. Sal- 
lut had been rescued in a similar manner a 
few minutes before. Killeon said he heard 
screams from the upper floors of the hotel 
all the time ~ wae crawling along the cor- 
nice, 

C. A. Kelley. traveling salesman for Root 
& McBride, fur dealers of Cleveland, said he 
escaped by sliding down a charged wire. 
He lost his trunks, containing samples worth 
$8,000. 

When 1 jumped into the hallway ikon 
my room on the fifth floor the flames were 
leaping along the carpet. It was Hke look- 
ing into a furnace. I couldn't stay there, so 
I slid down a charged wire outside my win- 
dow, and several policemen caught me at 
the bottom.” 

Chicagoan Describes Friend’s Death. 

S. D. Davenport of 395 Potomac avenue, 
Chicago, was a witness to the tragic end of 
R. S. Johnson of Pana, III., who was his 
bosom friend for nearly a score of years. 
He tells a ‘thrilling story of his own escape 
in the smoke and flames and of the death of 
Johnson. Both men traveled for the Wat- 
son Plummer Shoe company of Chicago and 
occupied rooms on the fourth floor. 

“I am a light sleeper,” said Davenport, 
and I heard the bell ring in the office when 
the fire started. I got up and saw the smoke, 
which was then filtering into my room, and I 
ran to Johnson's room, which adjoined mine. 
I only had time to get on my trousers, coat, 
and shoes. 

“ When I woke Johnson he got up and just 
put on his coat and overcoat when the smoke 
drove him out. He was almost choking to 
death from the smoke and he ran out of the 
room into the hall. In the excitement he

J called out as loudly as I could and as I 
was groping my way along the hall it was 
then I heard what was, I think, the sweetest 
sound I ever heard. 

“It was a woman’s voice calling me to 
come to her. I think she must have stopped 
on her way to the fire escape when she heard 
me call for help, and in a loud, clear voice she 
erled: ‘Come to me. Come to me.’ 

“I groped on until I felt her hand, when she 
led me to the flre escape. I don’t know who 
she was or what became of her, but I shall 
remember her to my dying day.” — 

Miss Anna Block of 317 Melita street, Fort 
Wayne, with Miss Margaret Minn, 820 Wal- 
nut street, were together in a room on the 
third floor. Miss Block is badly burned 
about the face and hands. 


Man Holds Them Back. 

We made for the back stairway, which 
was near us, and had to pass through several 
small blases, said Miss Block, Wesawa 
man ahead of us and he saved our lives by 
holding us back from jumping until a ladder 
was placed at the window for us.“ 

Miss Agnes Nadeau, head waitress of the 
hotel, is suffering from several broken ribs 
and burns. Part of her hair was burned off 
and her hands were covered with bandages 
when she was interviewed. — 

I jumped to the corridor of the third floor 
from the fourth,“ she said. I I had to crowd 
through a passageway about a foot wide 
before I could get where I couid be heard. 
I wanted to jump from the window, but a 
man held me. Finally I had to catch hold 
of a wire and hang outside until a ladder 
was placed for me.“

: ‘Crowds Follow Ambulances from 


Ruins to Morgues as Bodies 
Are Found.

Fort Wayne, Ind., May 3.—[Special.]—Men 
and women who escaped death in the Ave- 


_ | line hotel fire were called upon by the police to 
assist in the identification of the bodies of 


the victims as they were removed from the 
ruins of the structure. 


The six undertaking establishments were 


crowded throughout the day by those who 
wished to satisfy themselves their friends or 
relatives had not been numbered among the 
dead, 

After eight of the bodies had been 
4 identified the coroner ordered the morgues 
to be kept clear of every one, even relatives. 
The unidentified are believed to be the 
bodies of men, but they are so badly charred 
and dismembered it is feared positive identi- 
fication will be impossible. 

Traveling men who had the night previous 
told stories and laughed together over jokes 
went through each morgue and helped in 


the identification of their former companions. 


Many saved from the burning structure 
broke down and cried in the undertaking 
rooms when they ran across the dead bodies 
of their friends. 
Acquaintances of Max Wassem, a local 
wrestler, haunted the morgue throughout the 
y. expecting his body would be among 
hose removed from the debris of the burned 
building, but late tonight it was learned | 
that he was cet of the city. | 


Ring Identifiés Girl. 
Miss May Burkett was finally identified 


through a ring which she wore on her finger. 


Her body was burned so identification by 
any other means was impossible. 

Hundreds of persons viewed the body of 
Miss Sarah Hathaway before it was posi- 
tively identified as the Mishawaka woman. 

E. J. Ellis, the Chicago man, was not so 
badly burned as were the bodies of other 
victims. In his pockets letters were found 
addressed to J. Edward Ellis, Carson, Pirie, 
Scott & Co., and to E. J. Eis. 

During the day ambulances from the 
Klaehn & Melch- 
ing-Bloom, and H. Schone & Co. undertak- 
ing establishments were kept in the nora 
of the wrecked hotel. 

As each body was removed and . to 
the morgue crowds of those who had friends 
missing tearfully followed the wagons and 
were permitted to pass through the estab- 
lishment in the effort to identify the victims. 

Ten times during the day this procedure 
was followed by anxious friends and rela- 
tives. 

The most pitiful hunt was that of Miss 
Florence Burke and Mrs. Grace Burke Moore, 
who searched the hospitals and undertaking 
rooms trying to find their brother, John 
Burke, who is one of the missing persons, 
and who is said to have perished in the fire. 

As each body was taken to a morgue the 
two women followed theambulance. Failing 
to identify their brother in any of the bodies 
removed from the ruins, they returned tothe 
hotel and watched the workmen in their hunt 
for other victims. 7 

Women Missing Brother. 

It was horrible,“ said Miss Burke as she 
was watching the rescue party at work re- 
moving the huge piles of débris under which 
persons were supposed to have been buried. 

“I am confident my brother was killed in 
As each person was brought out 
we went to the undertaking establishment 
where the body was taken. Each time we 
found it was some one else and not John. 

Two of the bodies were so dismembered 
and burned we could not tell much about 
them, but we know neither is that of our 
brother.”

Her 
worry, apparent to the husband, soon was 
evidenced after her baby’s fatal iliness. She 
would not be comforted, and, as a result of 
her peculiar actions, Mr. White had placed 
her under the care of a physician, who had 
been attending her daily for the last month. 

Her condition seemed to improve under the 
treatment and on Saturday she retired short - 
ly after 10 o' clock, seemingly in a cheerful 
mood.

Chief of the Ambulance Service 
Says at Least Three More 
Are Required. 


“No more stitching up broken heads in 
cells, and no more people dying in, the ambu- 
lance while on the way to the regularly estab- 
lished hospitals, and 

Dr. Clarence H. Wall, on the night shift of 
the city’s hospital and ambulance service at- 
tached to the Harrison street police station, 
was explaining the purposes of Emergency, 
Relief station No. 1 at 129 East Harrison 
street, about 10 o’clock last night, when the 
conversation was interrupted by the entrance 
of the first patient. The hospital was thereby 
duly dedicated and working. ; 

The patient came by way of a stretcher 
in the patrol wagon of central detail. He 
was “ soaked clear through.” After imbibing 
till, he was slightly tophea vy he fell into the 
river and wag semi-conscious when dragged 
out. The doctor and Jack Johnson, the 
colored orderly, laid him on one of the nice 
white iron beds, dried him off carefully, and 
after covering him with a half dozen blankets 
forced a dose of ginger and tincture of 
capsicum down his throat. 

Anton Armatis, 45 years old, west side; 
take good care of my wash.“ was all the 
fellow could mutter before he passed into a 
deep sleep to awaken this morning wth the 
distinction that he initiated the hospital.“ 


Service Chief Is Pleased. 

Dr. George C. Hunt, chief of the service, 
felt exceedingly proud. It was a practical 
illustration of what is to be accomplished 
through the new institution, and he believes 
that as soon as the city fathers realize its 
importance at least three more similar sta- 
tions will be established. 

“All of us worked the entire night and day 
to get this station started,” said Dr. Hunt, 
“and it ts only a question of a brief time 
until the people generally realize what a 
great advantage it will prove. The closest 
hospitals to the center of the city are at least 
a mile away. .This will prove a Godsend to 
humanity. There have been a gdod many 
cases that were lost simply because the in- 
jured man was so far away from a proper 
place of treatment.

The relief station is located on the second 
floor of a building on the north side of 
Harrison street, just across the alley from 
the police station. There are four.rooms. 
The operating room is equipped with wards 
fitted up with white iron beds and a room 
for the doctors and nurses. The city hopes 
to induce the landlord to install an elevator 
in the rear to save carrying up patients 
through the narrow front stairway.

British Military Authorities Take 
Prompt Steps to Meet Men- 
ace on Frontier.

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Fatal to Ignore Them. Say Doctors. 


HE history of recurrent epidemics ot 
contagious diseases, both in Chicago 
and throughout the country, is the 
history of unusual prevalence of the 
insect pest, the greatest of which is 


the s r fly pest. 
The oid epidemic which ravaged Chi- 
cago in 1002 and which caused a death roll 
of of 402 persons within three months was 
directly traceable to ineanitary conditions 
and the transmission of disease through the 
fly pest. 

Chicago health officials of the health de- 
partments and physicians and surgeons 
after exhaustive experiments have declared 
that flies are the greatest common carriers 
of contagious diseases and the most deadly 
agents of infection. They have declared 
from time to time that at all costs flies and 
insects must be kept from foodstuffs, milk, 
and from living rooms in homes where there 
are children. Infectious children’s diseases 
and the child mortality rate are caused al- 
most wholly by the prevalence of files in the 
home, it is said, and either direct infection 
or indirect infection through contaminated 
foods with which they have been allowed to 
come in contact. 

The results of experiments by government 
surgeons and army physicians and other 
medica] experts afford ample backing to the 
statement that of all summer dangers the 
fly pest ie the greatest and against which 
the least precautions are taken. : 


Finde Fly Is to Blame. 

In une with Tur TRIBUND’s idea of pre- 
senting a series of articles from Authorities 
on the fly evil, conclusions by Dr. Alice Hami!- 
ton, arrived at in a series of investigations 
conducted by the Hull house settlement, are 
given. In a report upon her investigations, 
Dr. Hamilton says: 

To those who have studied the distribu- 
tion of the cases of typhoid fever, it soon be- 
came evident that the number was greatest 
in those streets where removal of sewage is 
most imperfect. 

„Now, if there fe any Causative relation be- 
tween the condition and the distribution of 
cases of typhoid fever, the agency of flies at 
once suggests itself as a factor. The con- 
centration of the epidemic cannot be ex- 
plained by contamination of the drinking 
water or food, 

The importance of the common housefly 
in the spread of typhoid infection was em- 
phasised by Maj. Reed, Vaughan, and Shake- 
apeare in their report on the ‘ Origin and 
Spread of Typhoid Fever in United States 
Military Camps During the Spanish War in 

1898.“ They state that in many of the camps 
‘filles were undoubtedly the most active 
agents in the spread of typhoid fever. Flies 
alternately visited and fed on the infected 
fecal matter and the food in the meas tenta 


Screening Reduced Fever Rate. 

More than once it happened when lime 
had been scattered over the fecal matter in 
the pita, filles with their feet covered with 
lime, were seen walking over the food. Ty- 
phoid fever was much less frequent among 
members of messes who had their mess tents 
screened, than it was among those who took 
no such precaution. Typhoid fever generally 


died out in the fall of 1898 in the camps at 


Knoxville and Meade with the disappearance 
ot the fly, and this occurred at a time ot year 


when in civil practice, typhoid fever is gen- 
erally on the increase, 

The first pits at Knoxville contained, be- 
fore the first twenty-four hours had passed 
after the arrival of the troops, fecal matter 
infected with the typhoid bacillus. Flies 
swarmed everywhere. Instead of abating, 
the disease increased. The troops were us- 
ing the same water used exclusively by the 
inhabitants of West ‘Knoxville, and among 
the latter there was not at that time a case 
of typhoid fever. Certainly the disease was 
not disseminated through the drinking wa- 


ter.’ 
Insect Peril Widespread. 

That this method of infection hae so long 
been neglected is a matter of surprise. One 
wonders that the subject did mot force itself 
on the attention of the medical profession 
long ago. Insects become carriers of infec- 
tion by coming in contact with infectious 
material, which adheres to their bodies, or 
by eating k and later depositing the living 
organisms in their dejecta. The ‘infection 
is conveyed directly, or is deposited on food. 
In the case of direct infection the insect may 
simply come in contact with an exposed sur- 
face or introduce the infection by biting. 

“It needs little imagination to follow the 
tram of events, when we see ophthalmia 
spreading through an orphan asylum during 
the summer months, when the place is full 
of flies and the little inmates are too young 
to brush them away from the eyes. 

“A visit to almost any dairy will show that 
the place, even when well kept, is not 
screened from insects; that milk contains 
dead and dying files which have just come 
off the dung heaps, or from the country privy 
vaults. The’ dairyman strains the files out, 
but by that time the evil has been done and 
the culture medium inoculated. 

“Fruit stands, bakeries, candy shops, 
butcher shops are all usually open to the 
visits of files which have just risen from 
manure heaps, decaying garbage, and even 
dejecta deposited in alleys and vacant lots. 
This is not a matter of speculation and prob- 
ability, but of actual demonstration. 


Convey Many Diseases. 
“The most common mode of infection by 
insects in our part of the world is undoubt- 


edly by the indirect method, the infection 


of foodstuffs by insects which have come in 
contact with infected material. Cholera, 
typhoid fever, tuberculosis, and perhaps dys- 
entery are the diseases which are probably 
most often conveyed in this way. Most im- 
portant for us is the connection between flies 
and typhot4 fever and probably dysentery. 
The common house fly is the insect chiefly to 
be dreaded, for it has a far wider range of 
activity than has any crawling insect and its 
presence is not regarded as a disgrace to 
a well conducted household or institution, as 
is the presence of other insects. The conclu- 
sions are almost too obvioue to need state- 
ment. pid disposal of all infectious ma- 
terial and scrupulous care in the extermina- 
tion of all insects, especially the common 
housefly, should be among the most ordi- 
nary rules of household ane institutional 


hygiene.” ‘ 


VICTORY FOR WOMAN SOCIALIST. 


Mlle. Jeanne Laloe of Paris Receives 
Nearly Three Times as Many Votes 
as Male Opponent.

PARIS, May 8.—Mlle. Jeanne Laloe, the in- 
dependent socialist candidate for member of 
the municipal council, has scored a great vic- 
tory, at least so far as the balloting is con- 
cerned. The voting took place today, and 
when the ballots were counted it was found 
that 990 had been cast for Mile. Laloe, while 
her opponent, Paul Escudier, received only 
350. Legal opinion, however, is that the law 
will not permit Mile. Laloe to take her seat. 
She intends, if she is unseated, to appeal to 


the courts and if necessary take the — 
to the council of state. 


GARIBALDIAN VETERAN IS DEAD. 


Gen. Stephen Turr, Who Won Fame on 
Battlefield, Succumbs at 


Budapest. 


BUDAPEST, May 8.—The famous revolu- 
tionary Gen. Stephen Turr died here on Sat- 
urday. He was a Garibaldian veteran and 
at one time a confidential adviser of Louis 
Kossuth. He was born in Baja in Hungary 
in 1825 and became a Heutenant in the Aus- 
trian army in 1848. 


Slayer of Rival Suitor Acquitted. 

Bloomington, Ind., May 3 deliberating 
for forty-eight hours the jury in the Harvey’ 
Hinkle murder case returned a verdict that the 
defendant was not guilty on the sole ground of 
insanity. On the night of Aug. 8, 100, Hinkle 
shot and killed John R. McClintoék as the latter 
was escorting home a young woman to whom 
Hinkle had been attentive.

GREAT DISPLAY .OF POMP. 


Booming Guns and Ringing Bells 
Mark Royal Marriage at 
Tsarskoe-Selo.. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, May 8.—Prince Wil- 
helm of Sweden, second son of King Gustave, 
the sailor prince, who visited America last 
year, was married this afternoon to Grand 
Duchess Marie Paviovne. cousin of the em- 
peror of Russia and daughter of Grand Duke 


Paul Alexanérovitch. 


The ceremony took place at Tsarskoe-Gelo 
and was accompanied by all the pomp and 
brilliant display of color characteristic of the 
most stately pomp court in Europe. The day 
wae marred by frequent heavy falls of snow, 
which, however, failed to chill the enthu- 
siasm of the great crowds that gathered 
around the palace to catch a glimpse of the 
emperor and other royal personages and the 
arriving guests The crowds stood for hours 
in the bleak and muddy palace square until 
the conclusion of the ceremony. 


Seals International Friendship. 


In the evening a great state banquet was 
served, at which toasts were drunk to the 
good understanding between Sweden and 
Russia, recently reached in the Baltic agree- 
ment, to which today’s wedding—the first in 
modern times between the ruling houses of 
two countries—puts the seal. 

The beginning of the nuptial ceremonies 
was announced by the firing of five guns and 
a salute of twenty-one guns announced the 
start of the procession. At its head came the 
dowager empress on the arm of King Gus- 
tave; the emperor of Russia escorting Queen 
Olga of Greece; the empress, escorted by the 
grand duke of Hesse, Crown Prince Ferdi- 
nand, and Crown Princess Marie of Rou- 
mania, attended by the court ushers and 
marshals and other functionaries. 

Then, arm in arm, came the bridal pair. Be- 
hind the young couple marched Prince 
Nicholas and Prince Andrew of Greece and 
their wives, Prince Christopher of Greece, 
and Prince Carl of Sweden and his wife. The 
guests from foreign courts were followed by 
more than a score of Russian grand dukes 
and grand duchesses, including the three 
oldest daughters of Emperor Nicholas, Grand 
Duchess Olga, Grand Duchess Tatiana, and 
Grand Duchess Marie, the eldest being 13 
years old. 

Emperor’s Daughters Appear. 

This was the first time the emperor’s daugh- 
ters have appeared in state. The grand 
duchesses, like all the invited ladies, wore the 
picturesque court costume of high pear! en- 
circled caps and low cut dresses. 

While the Te Deum was being chanted an 


Imperial salute of 101 guns was fired and 


church bells rang throughout the afternoon. 


The procession then returned to one of the 


ante-saloons, where the Lutheran marriage 
ceremony was performed by the Swedish 
bishop of Land. 

After the nuptial dinner the members of 
the imperial family and their royal guests 
participated in.a polonaise. 

Late in the evening the bridal pair took 
a specia! train for St. Petersburg, where 
the honeymoon will be passed at the palace 
of the late Archduke Serge.

ATTACKS SUPREME COURT 
Says Decision in Hatters’ Case 


Wedge That Will Destroy 
Workers’ Rights. 


: “3 
Independent political action by otganized 


labor, irrespective of all party lines, was 
urged by Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, at a pro- 
test“ massmeeting held under the auspices 
of the Chidago Federation of Labor yester- 
day afterpoon at tlhe International theater. 

President Gompers stirred the audience of 
workingmen by his appeal to organized labor 
to break away from the “ domination of 
party and work politically in favor of only 
candidates for public office pledged to sup- 
port the legislative and political program of 
labor. He protested in the strongest terms 
against the decision of the United States 
Supreme court holding labor unions lable to 
prosecution and to being held for threefold 
damages in the case of strikes under the pro- 
vision of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Organized labor was pictured by the speak- 
er as the conservator of peace and prosperity 
in American society. The decision of the 
Supreme court in the “ hatters’ case,” the 
speaker said, was the entering wedge which 
ultimately will split up and destroy the work- 
ers’ right to organize and the right to strike 
peaceably for better conditions. 


“Not the Man with the Hoe.” 


Mr. Gompers struck the keynote of his ad- 
dress when he declared: 1 

The American workingman is not a man 
with the hoe. He has not a bent back and a 
receding forehead. No; the American work- 
—, stands erect, forceful, and intelll 
gent.”’ 

The meeting, which was the opening gun in 
labor’s political campaign, was attended by 
more than 1,500 members of labor unions in 
Chicago and suburbs. among them a large 
number of women, who occupied the boxes. 
On the stage were seated more than 200 of- 
ficlals and delegates of the Chicago federa- 
tion, the regular meeting being adjourned. 

President John J. Fitzpatrick of the Chi- 
cago federation opened the meeting by intro- 
ducing John Mitchell, former president of 
the United Mineworkers of America, as the 
presiding officer. Mr. Gompers’ appearance 
on the stage was greeted by cheers and ap- 
plause lasting several minutes. 

The situation in Wach the workers find 
themselves at the present time is not only 
of concern to themselves, but affects the 
fundamental principles upon which this re- 
public is founded,“ said Mr. Gompers. You 
cannot deprive one section of the people of a 
nation of their rights without impairing the 
Iiberties of all the people. 

“The mighty republic of Rome was not 
swept out of existence over night. For years 
the process of disintegration went on by 
reason of the granting of special privileges 
to the few and mighty. 

“When we look around ys today we are 
compelled to ask ourselves, ‘ Whither are 
we drifting?’ Legislatures, municipal, state, 
and national, are granting franchises and 
epecial privileges to the wealthy and denying 
the wealth producers the right or organize. 


Takes Up “Hatters’ Case.”’ 


“The only thing they do grant us is the 
right to be maimed and killed in our work 
without responsibility to the employers, the 
right to be enjoined—rights we don't want. 
In the ‘ Hatters’ case no one doubted for a 
moment that the Supreme court would ex- 
empt labor unions from the provisions of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

If the workingmen are to be deprived of 
their unions, in which the rights of free dis- 
cussion are conserved, then they will or- 


ganize secretly and take an oath to stand 


together for mutual defense against oppres- 
sion. 

In the masterful message of President 
Roosevelt dated April 27 it is stated that the 
right to strike, so long as it is peaceable, 
must be preserved. That is right. We ask 
for no immunity.“ 


Sends Nockels to Washington. 

Secretary Edward N. Nockels of the Chi- 
cago FederaTfion of Labor was appointed by 
President Gompers on the labor legislative 
committee which will go to Washington and 
demand the passage of the Wilson bill, de- 
signed as an amendment to the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Secretary Nockels will leave 
for Washington today or tomorrow and re- 
main until congress adjourns.

to give opinions of voters as to the probable 
issues of the campaign from the democratic 
standpoint. Almost every ballot contains 
some expression of opinion more or less 
unique regarding the party policies as well 
as the candidates. 


Little “Free Trade“ Sentiment. 


Taking up the general questions of policy, it 
is natural to find that tariff revision leads 
the list everywhere. Almost every voter puts 
that issue first. It is significant, however, of 
the trend of sentiment in the democratic par 
ty that most of the voters declare themselves 
ies: tariff revision and not for free 
trade, as members of the party used to do a 
dosen years ago. 

The ballots on the tariff question are so uni- 
formly in favor of revision rather than for 
abolition of all protection as to indicate that 
the platform to be adopted at Denver will be 
to a large extent akin to that which will be 
put through at Chicago. 

Both parties will. declare for tariff reform, 
and the difference will be one of degree only. 
The democrats will hint at free trade, but 
will not mention it, and the republicans will 
hint at high protection without saying 80. 

To indicate the prevailing democratic senti- 
ment it is worth while to quote from a Minne- 
sota committeeman, who, by the way, votes 
for Bryan and not for Johnson. He is not 
even for his governor for second place, and 
his choice for vice president is anybody sat - 
isfactory to Bryan.“ 


Tariff Revision “with Ax.” 


This party leader declares. that the im- 
portant issues of the campaign ought to be 


government ownership of railroads and tariff 


revision “‘ with an ax.“ 

One editor from Indiana says his choice 
for president will be any man who espouses 
the moral as well as the political question.“ 
He sizes up the isues to be, first, whether 
this will be a wet or a dry nation: second, 
what Bryan proposes and Roosevelt dis- 
poses, and, third, a little tinkering of the 
tariff.”’

I think 
that with a forceful leader and a platform 
demanding strictest economy in government 
expenditures, and declaring for tariff for 
revenue only, we would have an excellent 
chance of winning. But as it is, I see no 
chance. Of course, I understand my name is 
not to be used.“ 


Southerner Names La Follette. 


While the tables will show a lead for Mr. 
Bryan, it is remarkable that so many voters 
go out of their Way to express more or less 
hostility to him. 

One southern editor declares he is for 
“anybody except Bryan,“ and this sentiment 
is found on hundreds of cards. This editor 
nominates La Follette of Wisconsin for the 
presidency, with either Hoke ith of 
Georgia or Gov.

The constituents of the representa- 
tives from Illinois and adjoining states 
would not give them so cordial a wel- 
come if they were to come home next 
week, leaving many things undone, as 
they would if they came home much later 
after having perfected some useful legis- 
lation. 

All thought of an adjournment next 
week should be abandoned, and the re- 
publicans in house and senate should take 
up and dispose of all the matters that 
demand immediate action. They do not 
need to be told what they are. 


BAD LEGISLATION. 


The committee on appropriations of the 
house of representatives has put in the 
sundry civil bill a provision restricting the 
activity and usefulness of the secret serv- 
ice agents of the government. They are 
no longer to be employed in running down 
great land thieves and breaking up -lot- 
teries. They must confine their energies 
to the searclP for counterfeiters and the 
protection of the president. If one of 
them shall use his detective skill for the 
benefit of the department of justice he is 
to be punished by exclusion from the 
government service for two years. 

An effort was made last week in commit- 
tee of the whole to strike out the pro- 
vision, but failed signally. Presumably 
when the sundry civil bill goes to the sen- 
ate it will contain a provision calculated 
to add to the difficulty of bringing certain 
classes of criminals to justice. Secret 
service agents detailed for duty with the 
department of justice have procured. the 
evidence through which more than a 
million acres of land were recovered 
from the thieves who had got possession 
Yof it. They are not the only ones who 
have been stealing public lands, but the 
other offenders will escape if the law of- 
ficers of the government shall be denied 
facilities for uncovering their raecality. 

If congress shall restrict the activities 
of the secret service agents in the man- 
ner proposed, ft should at least authorize 
the department of justice to organize a 
secret service force of its own. Why not? 
The fact that the public is liable to loss 
through the activity of counterfeiters is a 
sufficient reason why there should be 
men whose special duty it is to look after 
them. ‘The fact that there are men who 
are bent on stealing public lands, arable, 
timber, and mineral, is a sufficient rea- 
gon for having a trained force to detect 
their misdeeds. During the civil war the 
war department had its special agents who 
unearthed great frauds, mostly perpe- 
trated by army contractors. 

If congress were to deprive the depart- 
ment of justice of the facilities which 
have been of so much value to it and the 
public and provide nothing in their place, 
congress would not easily be able to ex- 
plain its conduct. It would lay itself open 
to suspicion. It would be charged that 
it had been influenced in its action by 
plunderers of the public domain who have 
not been exposed, but who are afraid they 
will be unless the. department of justice 
can be crippled. 


THE MOTOR VEHICLE LAW. 


The police say that they are anxious 
to put a stop to reckless automobiling, but 
that they are handicapped by the state 
law regulating the speed of machines and 
have but little ground to stand on in the 
prosecution of offenders. Manifestly they 
have not read the law carefully or they 
would not call it a handicap. Its pro- 
visions do enable them to mete out jus- 
tice to the reckless or careless motorist. 

The law permits a speed of one mile in 
four minutes when passing through the 
residence part of a city, and of a mile in 
six minutes while traversing closely built 
up business portions. But it is. provided 
that this shall not be interpreted as per- 
mitting any person “to drive a motor 
vehicle at a speed greater than is reason- 
able, having regard to the traffic and use 
of highways, or so as to endanger the 
life and limb or injure the property of 
any person.” 

A chauffeur does not have an unquali- 
fied right to rush through the business dis- 
trict of Chicago at a speed of a mile in 
six minutes. He must slacken his pace 
when traffic conditions require it. If he 
shall fail to come down to a reasonable 
speed he should be arrested, whether he 
has hurt anybody or not. As to what 
would be reasonable speed in Madison or 
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Clark street during the hours when they 
are most crowded with teams and pedes- 
trians the chauffeur is not the judge. The 
policemen detailed for street duty are the 
ones to pass on that primarily. 

If a chauffeur runs over somebody in a 


| residence street he cannot claim immunity 


on the ground that he was not going 
faster than a mile in four minutes. The 
rate of speed must be governed by local 
conditions, by the number of vehicles the 
chauffeur is likely to encounter, or of peo- 
ple who may be expected to be crossing 
the street. At night he must exercise spe- 
cial care, for then it is, as recent events 
indicate, that serious accidents are most 
likely to occur.

of Cambodia, Laos, etc., all together known 
as Indo-China, with an area of about 1,000,000 


25,000,000. 


French colonial serviée, the office being, 
indeed, the French counterpart of the British 
viceroyalty of India, and both the emolu- 
ments and the authority enjoyed by the gov- 
ernor general of Indo-China are far superior 
in every respect to those of the governor 
general of Algeria. 

Paul Beau, who was but 44 years of age 
when he received the appointment, and who 
enjoys the distinction of having succeeded 
in converting the great colony from a source 
of terrible expenditure to the French treas - 
ury into a colony that is not only self-sup- 
porting but even a source of revenue to the 
home government, is‘essentially a Quai 
d'Orsay or foreign office man. He owes his 
rapid rise and the opportunities placed within 
his grasp to the fact that he was private 
secretary in turn to M. de Freycinet, M. 
Hanotaux, and M. Delcasse when they were 
ministers of foreign affairs. 


—~o- 


It was Delcasse who gave him the ap- 
pointment of minister plenipotentiary at 
Peking immediately after the siege of the 
legations by the boxers: and the foreign o¢- 
cupation of the Chinese metropolis. He suc- 
ceeded there Stephen Pichon, now minister of 
foreign affairs, and showed so much energy, 
tact, and resourcefulness in dealing with the 
difficulties of the situation subsequent to the 
occupation that when the governor general- 
ship of Indo-China became vacant in 1902 
he was appointed to the office, although there 
was any: number of gandidates for the post at 
Paris of high rank and commanding great 
influence. 

It is understood that M. Beau, who has 
now put in eight years of sérvice in the far 
orient, will not return to the east, but will 
receive either a seat in the cabinet or else one 
of the great embassiesp possibly that of St. 
Petersburg, where Admiral Touchard 
threatens, according to all accounts, to prove 
a failurer 

At any rate, Paul Beau, who is bare 50, 
is one of the most distinguished Frenchmen 
in official life that have visited America in 
recent years, and as he seems destined to 
play a still greater réle than heretofore in 
French affairs, it will be well to study him 
while here and to keep an eye upon his future 
career, While in Peking and Indo-China he 
managed to maintain the most friendly re- 
lations with the Catholic church; that, too, 
at a moment when war was raging between 
his home government and the papacy. 
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China's old dowager empress, in conjunc- 
tion with her nephew and adopted son, the 
‘emperor, has, by the bye, just repealed the 
decree of 1899 granting official rank to 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy in China. 
By virtue of that edict the forty-six bishops 
received the rank of viceroy, while some 1,200 
Roman Catholic missionary priests were as- 
similated to prefects. Now the Chinese 
government itself has only nine native 
viceroys, and as some of the Catholic bishops 
not only adopted the insignia of viceroy but 
endeavored to exercise viceregal authority, 
confusion and awkward contretemps ensued. 
Indeed, it is with the approbation of the 
heads of the Catholic church in China that 
the decree has been repealed, in spite of the 
fact that it deprives them of all their official 
prerogatives and honors; and it is interesting 
in this conhection to recall that when the 
question was raised in 1899 as to whether 
the Protestant missionary bishops in China 
were not entitled to analogous rank, under 
the most favored nation treatment clause of 
the treaties with China, the Protestant 
bishops and missjonairies, at a conference 
held at Shanghai for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the matter, decided unanimously that it 
would be inadvisable to aceept official rank 
from the Chinese government, on the ground 
that it was undesirable” to complicate their 
spiritual responsibilities by the assumption 
of political rights and duties.“ 

— ° 

Sir Everard Pauncefort-Duncombe, the 
breaking off of whose engagement with the 
beautiful Doriel Hay, sister of Sir Duncan 
Hay of Haystoun, is attracting much atten- 
tion in English society, is no relation whatso- 
ever to the late Lord Pauncefote. Indeed, 
Sir Everard's father, the late Sir Philip, 
published in the London Times and other 
London papers a violently worded protest 
when Sir Julian Pauncefote, on being raised 
to the peerage for his services as British 
Ambassador at Washington and principal 
British delegate to the first peace corference 
at The Hague, assumed the title of Lord 
Pauncefote pointing out that the original 
patronymic of the ambassador's family was 
Smith, his- great-grandfather having been 
Abel Smith, the Nottingham banker, whereas 
the old Norman house of Pauncefort was 
one of the most ancient in English history. 

True, Sir Everard's baronetcy is of rela- 
tively modern creation, dating only from 
1889. But he can show an unbroken descent 
in the male line direct from that Geoffrey de 
Pauncefort who is on historical record as 
having been the lord steward of the royal 
household to King John in 1210. Henry III. 
bestowed upon Richard Pauncefort, the son 
of Geoffrey, the grant of the manor of Has- 
field, in Gloucestershire, and in that grant, 
which is still in existence, on official file, and 
which is given by Camden, mention is ex- 
plicitly made of the fact that the Paunceforts 
had at that time been in possession of fair 
lands in the county of Gloucestershire since 
the reign of William the Conqueror—a fact 
which is confirmed by entries in the Dooms- 
day book. 

In the eighteenth century Philip Paunce- 
fort, the chief of the family in his day, in- 
herited from. his godfather the ancient Dun- 
combe manor of Great Brickhill at Bletchley, 
in Buckinghamshire, a grand old place, the 
estate embracing some 7,000 acres, on the 
condition that he assumed the name and arms 
of Duncombe in addition to those of Paunce- 
fort, and that is how Sir Everard comes by 
his name of Pauncefort-Duncombe. 
no heir and if he dies without male issue 
the direct male line of descent of his house 
will be broken for the first time in 700 years. 

* 
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The various changes and alterations at 
Sandringham have been of the most elaborate 
description and have been carried out under 
the supervision of Queen Alexandra. It is 
in this connection that the interesting fact 
has been brought to light that Sandringham 
is to be the dower house of the queen in the 
event of her surviving the king. And as the 
members of her family are a particularly 
long lived race, and she is only 60 years of 
age, she may, in view of the particular care 
which she takes of her health, look forward 
to making it her home fof at least a quarter 
of a century to come. Both of her parents 
were more than 8 when they died. 

It is this as well as the urgent need 
of more room than is afforded by the 
cramped accommodations at York cottage 
that is leading the prince of Wales to look 
out for a country place which he can lease 
somewhere within motoring distance from 
London. Of course, he will/not be in need 
thereof once he has succeeded to the throne. 
For then he will have at his disposal not 
only Windsor castle, of which his wife is 
fond, but also Barton house on the Isle of 
Wight and Balmoral. Both the prince and 
princess of Wales have a much greater pre- 
dilection for highland life than the king or 
queen, and it may safely be assumed that 
when they come to the throne Balmoral will 

see much more of royalty than during the 


present reign. 
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ENGLAND’S FIRST SKYSCRAPER. 

Chicago, May 2.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In a recent issue you allude to the proposed 
300 feet high office building in Liverpool as 
* England's first skyscraper.“ 

Nearly thirty-five years ago Henry Alers 
Hankey erected a ten or twelve story flat 
pbuilding near the St. James park station of 
the underground railway, close to that Mecca 
of Americans, Westminster abbey. 

It was such a financial success that he pro- 
posed building another, but the civic authori- 
ties vet the propositien. 

I believe this building was the first attempt 
in the way of a skyscraper. 1 can affirm 
positively that in 1882 there was nothing like 
it in this 1 8 or the adjacent village of New 
Tork.

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THREATENS RAID 
ON RACETRACK. 


Louisville Mayor Serves Notice 
No Form of Gambling 
Is Permissible. 


TURFMEN ARE ANXIOUS. 
Churchill Downs Officials Talk of 


Court Order Restraining 
City Executive. 


Louisville, Ky., May 3.—[Special.}]—In a 
brief statement issued tonight Mayor ames 
F. Grinstead says the police will be sent to 
Churchill Downs next Tuesday, Derby day, 
to enforce the law against gambling, and fur- 
ther, that not even the Paris mutuel machines 
will be permitted to operate. 

Much anxiety is felt by horsemen already 
here as to the outcome,-which may mean no 
racing at the Downs. President Charles F. 
Grainger of the New Louisville Jockey club 
said tonight that the racing would be carried 
out as scheduled, with the betting end taken 
care of. 

It is fully expected that the track will seek 
an injunction against the mayor and the 
board of public safety. Although Churchill 
Downs is outside the city limits, under the 
charter of the jockey club it is under police 
protection, Should a temporary restraining 
order be secured the matter may be carried to 
the Court of Appeals, and the appellant has 
the right to choose whatever judge he pleases 
to hear the appeal. 


Board of Safety with Mayor. 

Racing men claim that the law exempts 
licensed racetracks from the provisions of 
the anti-betting statutes. Hut the mayor has 
the authority-of the city attorney that he is | 
acting within his jurisdiction. That official 
gave an opinion in which he declared the 
police had full constabulary power within the 
limits of Jefferson county to make arrests for 
any offenses committed, whether within or 
without the city borders. 

On receipt of the opinion Mayor Grinstead 
notified the board of safety, which today an- 
nounced that not only the operators of Paris 
mutuel machines and auction pools would be 
arrested but that persons placing bets on the 
races also would be taken into custody under 
the anti-gambling-statutes. 


Concession to Public Sentiment. 

At the close of last spring’s meeting it was 
determined to relieve the racing game from 
the evils that have grown up as a result of 
bookmaking on the American plan and the 
practice of bookmakers owning and racing 
horses at courses where they were making 
books. By installing Paris-mutuel machines, 
which went out of use twenty years ago, it | 
was thought that the greater part of the pub- 
ile sentiment against racetrack betting and 
the opposition of the authorities had been 
remoyed. The mutuel machines were not 
‘ready in time for the fall meeting, which was 
declared off. 

The charter granted the jockey club by the 
legislature legalized Paris-mutuels and auc- 
tion pools, but had no reference to book- 
making, the latter form of betting not being 
in vogue at that date. As there was no doubt 
as to the validity of its charter, the Court 
of Appeals having established that fact in 
the Latonia franchise case, the jockey club 
determined to restore the Paris-mutuels and 
auctions.

How to Make Flower Beds. 

The Nationai Council of Horticulture gives 
the following suggestions seg tance the 
making of flewer beds: 

„ In making a flower bed consider well 
where you put it and what you putinit. If 
you, want to grow flowers for the flowers’ 
sake the bed may be in the rear of your yard 
or to one side and laid out like a vegetable 
garden; but if the bed is to be part of a land- 
scape picture the flowers should be freely 
distributed among the border shrubs as 
edging. 

“It is seldom advisable to put formal beds 
on the lawn. The place for carpet bedding 
is a park or public square, which is devoted 
to that particular purpose. Masses of one 
varfety are more effective than a mixture of 
different varieties. Flowers grown in the 
middle of the lawn have little relation to 
other planting and no background to show 
them off to good advantage. They are ex- 
posed to the sun and wind and the grass

„In making a flower bed see that the 
ground is well drained, that the land is in a 
mellow and friable condition, and is rich. 
Each fall it should have a mulch of rotted 
manure or leaf mold, which myst be spaded 
under deeply in the spring. Make the bed as 
broad as possible so that the grass roots 
from each side will not meet beneath the 
flowers and rob them of the moisture. 


Dogwoods Valaable Shrubs. 

„The garden varieties of the dogwood are 
among the most valuable shrubs in use, be- 
egpecially adapted for moist and shady 
places. Some of them have richly colored 
twigs which produce a fine color effect in 
the winter. All are hardy and adapt them- 
selves readily | to a variety of soils and 
climates. 

“Flowering dogwood (Cornus florida) is | 
showy in flower and also beautiful in autumn 
when the leaves change color before falling. 
The plant is of tree form, rather slow in 
growth, and ordinarily from 10 to 18 feet 
high. It has branches spreading almost hor- 
izontal. The flowers appear early in spring 
and in full bloom the shrub has a striking 
appearance owing to the whorls of leaves 
that surround the blossoms. It bears a bright 
scarlet fruit. 

„Red osier (Cornus stolonifera) grows 
freely in marshy greund in Canada and the 
nothern states. Its main stem is prostrate 
and from it many shoots grow 6 to 10 feet 
high. These shoots are green in summer, but 
scarlet in winter. The flowers are white or 
cream and are followed by white fruit. A 
variegated leaved variety can be obtained 
und in some respects is best, having leaves 
that in summer are broadly and irregularly 
margined with yellow and white. 

Cornelian cherry is a small tree or large 
shrub, reaching a height of 15 feet. Small, 
bright yellow flowers appear in early spring 
before the foliage, giving the plant a striking 
appearance at thattime. There are two va- 
riegated forms which are beautiful.

How to Raise Egg Plant. 

„A vegetable garden would not be com- 
plete without egg plant. It is not quite so 
-easy to grow as the tomato, but the culture 
and general treatment ‘are practically the 
same. It is cuitivated as far north as New 
York. 

“The soll for egg plant should be a deep 
loam, well drained and thoroughly plowed. 
The seed should be planted in a hotbed. 
greenhouse, or in a kitchen in the early part 
of March. Smal; plants may be purchased 
at this time in most cities, ready to set out 
in the garden. 

The plants should be six to eight inches 
high when set out and all danger of frost 
should be over. The plants should be about 
two feet @part each way and water must be 
applied abundantly until the piants are well 
established. The ground must also be kept 
well stirred and free from weeds. Twelve 
to twenty plants will be sufficient for a good 
sized family.

TRADERS LOOK FOR REVIVAL 


Wall Street Market Conditions 
Expected to Improve. - 


THINK LOW LEVEL REACHED 
Good Effects of Pennsylvania Loan 
Continue to Be Felt.

(FROM THE NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL 
LEADER.] 

NEW YORK, May 8.-~{Special.]—Up to the 
opening of the last week’ the slow but steady 
rise of securities on the stock exchange had 
reflected gradual improvement in sentiment 
throughout the country,:particularly in the 
financial community itself. The belief was 
that trade contraction had sounded the low- 
est depths and must undergo betterment, 
however gradual that might be. 

The deluge of subscriptions to the Pennsyl- 
vania bond offering was the first tangible de- 
velopment fortifying such hopes. Naturally 
enough, announcement that the issue had 
been oversubscribed at least twenty-five 
times by investors wanting from one to fif- 
teen bonds brought cheer to the speculative 
trader. 

Last week in spite of Increasing irregu- 
larity in the market as a whole sensatioral 
gains were made by a limited number’ of 
stocks comprising the most conspicuous 
shares listed on the exchange. This time, 
however, the impetus came not from unmis- 
takable evidence of further improvement in 
the business world or from an influx 6f in- 
vestment funds but from technical market 
conditions created by the failure of two im- 
portant stock exchange houses. One of these 
houses, it is true, closed its doors on Friday 
of the preceding week, but the conditions 
created by this event carried over in their 
influence. 


Failyres Have Depressing Effect. 
These failures broke the courage of many 
other stock exchange houses and individual 
speculators holding bearish positions on the 
market and led to buying from such sources, 
while other firms which had loaned stocks 
to the houses that failed, suffering losses as 
a result, at once refused to make further 
loans and forced much buying. All this, ex- 
plaining as it does much of the week’s fur- 
ther rise in prices, shows also the artifi- 
ciality of the movement and makes clear the 
reasons for the irregularity. After a period 
of troubles such as the business and financial 
worlds have just passed through.and facing 
uncertainties as they. still do, the most con- 
vincing movement possible for stock mar- 
kets is one feeling its way cautiously toward 
higher levels. 
Dull in London Market.

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Believe That Present Market Is 
\ Discounting the Future. 


HOUSES CARRY SMALL LINES. 


Volume of ‘Exchange Indicates That 


Money Soon Will Rule Easier. 


Believing that the present market is dis- 
counting the future, those who are responsi- 
ble for the advance in prices continue to hold 
to the bull side. They compare market values 
with what they were fifteen months ago and 
believe such prices will be reached again. 
Long before there its a full resumption of 
prosperity the market will have reached the 
high point and be governed by other con- 
siderations than a return of prosperous bust- 
ness activita. 

Such is the feeling that dominates the mar- 
ket situation at this time. Whether this en- 
thusiasm will carry prices ten points higher 
on the present movement is problematic. 
But the favor with which the reduction of 
the Pennsylvania dividend from 7 to 6 per 
cent was received indicates that the market 
is governed by a spirit favorable to con- 
servatism. Pennsylvania stock advanced 
after the reduction. The same was true of 
Atchison common. No fault is found now 
with rafiroads or industrials having. sub- 
stantial earnings when they strengthen their 
position by conserving their cash. . . 


Houses Carrying Small Lines 

Although the advance in the market has 
been pronounced, brokerage houses as a rule 
are not carrying many stocks. The buying 
appears to have been larger by important in- 
terests. The so-called public has been wary. 
It has not had the confidence to buy that 
obtains ordjnarily when a bull market is in 
full swing. The experience of the last six 
months has not been reassuring te general 
traders. But the persons who fave made 
this market have known in advance ct facts 
of a bullish character and have bought se- 
curities. 

In the matter of bonds there has been a 
genulne investment demand and prices show 
almost complete recovery in many issues. 
So far as stocks are concerned, the fact that 


most brokerage houses are carrying small 


lines is in itself a bull factor, for there is no 

large quantity of shares to come on the mar- 

So long as prices advance, or at least 

hold steady, the investédrs who bought and- 
paid for securities arbund the bottom prices 

will not sell their holdings. 


Idle Car Surplus. 


The fact that in the middle of April the sur- 
plus of idle freight cars had grown to 375,000 
after having previously shown a reduction 
gives a fair indication of business conditions. 
It may be that the maximum has been 
reached in the number of idle gars and loco- 
motives, but it is true that seasonable trade 
helped for a short time to reduce the car 
surplus. For the same reason that in the 
autumn when crops’ are to be moved there 
will be a seasonable demand for cars, so it 
has been with the demand to date. Once un- 
usual conditions have been met the business 
of the railroads immediately falls off. 

In the money market there is little change 
to be noted. Call funds are under 2 pér cent 
in New York, and time funds in Chicagaare 
as low as 4 per cent. The fact that exchange 
on New York at Chicago has been strong 
and above the shipping rate indicates belief 
on the part of local banks that money will 
rule easier. Reserve city and country banks 
are of the same opinion, for in addition to 
shipping currency in large volume to Chi- 
cago they are increasing their credit bal- 
ances. , 

Chicago Stocks. 

The Chicago stock exchange has transacted 
an enlarged volume of business since moving 
to its new location and the members are 
taking a much livelier interest in the wel- 
fare of thé Institution. The priggipal activity 
has been in local bonds and aif have shown 
good advances. In the stock department, 
there has developed weakness in South Side 
elevated. The stock yards branch has occa- 
sioned some, disappointment. The Kenwood 
branch, however, ts doing better than had 
been anticipated, and the business of the 
Englewood branch is satisfactory. The 
Northwestern Elevated will shortly open its 
Evanston extersion, and this is expected to 
prove highly profitable.

Makes Report in Compliance with the 


Honse’s Request.

Washington, D. C., May 3.—{Special J—In 
submitting to President Roosevelt his report 
on the methods of establishing grade differ- 
ences for future contracts by cotton ex- 
changes, Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner 
of corporations, says the present system in 
New York is uneconomic, in defiance of 
natural law, unfair, and the benefit of its 
transactions acernes only to the skilled few. 

Moreover,“ Sts the report, the effect 
of a difference system upon the business of 
the New York market alone is not a proper 
basis for framing the rules of an exchange. 
If the New York cotton exchange cannot ex- 
ist under such rules, then it hes no right to 
exist at all.“ | 

This statement is based on the argument 
that a gt ie to commercial differences 
whether revised daily or monthly wbduld 
really mean the destruction of the New York 
cotton exchange. 


House Requested Information. 

The report is made in compliance with a 
resolution adopted by the house of repre- 
sentatives, calling for information on the 
operation of the cotton exchanges and deals 
particularly with the largest, which are lo- 
cated in New York and New Orleans. Only 
the first part of the report is submitted to the 
president at this time, Mr. Smith announcing 
that future parts will deal with the matter of 
classification of cotton, the range of grade . 
the effects of exchange rules and other cofl- 
ditions upon the price. 

Mr. Smith says that while the New Orleans 
exchange rules are by no mean all that 
might be desired, statistics show clearly that 
the system in that city has resulted tn retain- 
ing a much more nearly uniform parity be- 
tween spot and contract prices of cotton than 
has been maintained in New York under the 
fixed difference system. 

He says cotton is graded substantially on its 
color and on tHe leaf and other foreign mat- 
ter it contains, all materially affecting its 
market value. Where thirty grades formerly 
were deliverable on contracts of the New 
York cotton exchange, the number has now 
been cut to eighteen. 

Contracts on Various Grades. 

Speaking of the contracts on the various 
grades, Commissioner Smith says: The 
natural basis unquestionably is their relat 
values compared with middling, at the tim 
of delivery, as established in the spot market 
under the free working of the law of supply 
and demand. This basis is historically the 
only one originally contemplated; it has been 
the only one ever seriously considered in New 
Orleans and Liverpool, the greatest spot mar- 
kets of the world, and it was the only one 
seriously’ considered in New York for many 
years after future trading was established 
there. The fixed difference system was 
adopted at New York only after that market 
had ceased to be one of the large spot mar- 
kéts of the country. 

The suggestion has been made that the 
New York cotton exchange,employ its own 
agents and station them in the south for the 
express purpose reporting quotations in 
those markefs, these experts to be furnished 
with exact duplicates of the standard types 
of the New York cotton exchange, so that 
the prices which they reported would always 
be on the New York basis of classification. 

System Seems Desirable. 

“The differences reported by such experts 
could then be averaged, with some allow- 
ances for the relative importance of mar- 
kets; by the New York revision committee. 
Such a system of determining differences 
seems altogether desirable. If, however, for 
any reason it is impracticable, a property 
adjusted average of the official quotations 


‘for representative markets. would probably 


answer the purpose.“ 

In explanation of the difference between 
the exchange fules of the two cities the re- 
port says the New York system arbitrarily 
fixes what the differences for all grades shall 
be for two months or for ten months, while 
New Orleans follows the actual market dif- 
ferences for these grades as established b 
daily spot transactions. :

Members of the Chicago Young Men’s 
Christian association will cover the last 
ninety miles of the relay race from New 
York to Chicago with a message from Mayor 
McClellan to Mayor Busse.

Each of 1,000 runners will carry the mes- 
sage one mile. The race will start July 15, 
and is expected to be finished at the Central 
department. 

The plan is said to have originated with 
Martin Cackrel, director of boys’ work at 
Clevetand. O., and has been taken up en- 
thusiastically in the east, A. A. Jameson, 
secretary of the Twenty-third street branch, 
New York City, has made plans for the com- 
pletion of the run as far as Buffalo. The first 
lap to Yonkers will de covered by his 
protégés. The Yonkers boys will carry the 
message fifteen miles to Ossining. and the 
Newbury association members will carry it 
across the Hudson as far as Fishkill Land- 
ing. From there Poughkeepsie 
cover fifteen miles. 

Only where there are gaps in the string of 
associations will any boy be allowed to run 
more than one mile, and the most that any 
will be permitted to run will be two miles. 
An average of a mile in eight minutes is the 
time that is expected to be. made. 

The Chicago runners will carry the mes- 
sage from South Bend, Ind., to the Central 
department. Plans for selecting runners 


have not been made by Henry F. Pearson, 
‘director of physical work in the La Salle 
“street department, but volunteers have e- 


gun offering their services. 

It is possible that the West Side, Wilson 
Avenue, and Hyde Park associations will be 
given representation in the race. 

The object of the long run is explainedasa 
demonstration of the physical fitness of the 
members of the association and to inculcate 
in them a spirit of self-reliance.
